With the mercury down to nine¬ 
teen degrees at noon and snow still 
falling. Victoria Is In for a strenu¬ 
ous cold snap according to F. 
Napier l>enl*on, superintendent at 
Gonzales Meteorological Observatory. 
Fears that the city wolild be snowed 
In during the nest few days were set 
at rent, however, by Mr. Denlaon, who 
predicted only a mild snowfall, al¬ 
though. he said, the temperature would 
probably take another plunge down¬ 
ward this evening. 

Up to noon four Inches of snow had 
fallen In the lower levels since last 
night, while the lowest temperature 
recorded was fourteen degrees, at 5 
o'clock this morning. This Is the low¬ 
est point th« mercury has fallen this 
Winter 

STORM MOVING 

The state of Victoria weather dur¬ 
ing the next few days depends to a 
great extent upon a aea storm now 
centred off the Washington state coast. 
Mr. Denison added Causing an pres of 
tow pressure, this storm has drawn cold 
weather from the Yukon territory and 
the coast as far south as Portland has 
felt the effects. This storm Is now 
mbvlng slowly southward and the prob¬ 
ability la It will continue down to Cali¬ 
fornia with tha result that Victoria 
weather will be milder. 

On the mainland and eastward to the 
prairies the present cold wave haa been, 
felt decidedly. Intensely cold weather 1 
prevailing.

Times to-day said; 

"Report* from Washington that the 
Senate foreign relations committee 
will take up. probably on Wednesday, 
a treaty between the United 8tat*% 
and Canada. which would permit di¬ 
version of 20.000 additional cubic fees 
of water a second for power produc¬ 
tion at Niagara Fall* between October 
l and April 1 of each year, one-half to 
be diverted within the State of New 
York and ons-half within the Province 
of Ontario, were interpreted in utility 
circles here to mean that earry nego¬ 
tiations between the United States and 
Canada for hydro-electric development 
of the 8t. Lawrence River also are to 
be expected. 

"The matter of 8t. Lawrence de¬ 
velopment Is expected to eonje up di¬ 
rectly after Mr Hoovers inauguration 
as President of the United Staten, when 
a ecmmlttee to negotiate a treaty is 
likely to be appointed.

The voter would draw one 
set of ballots, attached In a file and 
complete voting In one operation.

He was president of the Canadian Bar 
Association in 1227. but was prevented 
by illness from attending the 1228 
convention at Regina.
